Such an example was neuer found noz knowen , that 
tuet any Peace was made and agreed vpon, with condition 
that conuerſatiam and mutuall trafficke ſhould be debarrev 
and en, fa; that ſhould be nopeace, but agrue and 
certains baniſhment, which is neuer found to fall out but

that we ſhould leaue our trade and trafficke in the Indies) 
meaning is, that ſo by that meanes he might vie thoſe of 
the Netherlands, that he ſhould finde and take there, li 
baniſhed enemies: fo2 they would haue vs to kwpe the 
peace in India, andthey would there make warrs vpon 
va, and we ſhould be bound not to refit them. © . 
Which is a maſt ſure and certaine token, that-fiff 
che weth an emdent kinde of vareaſondblenefſe and inin- 
ſtice ; and ſecondly a manifeft deceit, by wozds and faire 
ſpaches , offering vs a fre ſoueraigne Eſtate, and in deed 
and effect would make vs much wozſe then euer we were 
vnder our P2incos , therewith ſaying , that wee defire 
peace, and in effect bꝛing vs into a harder eſtate then euer 
we were during the warres, which is. that we ſhould ol ⸗ 
lingix baniſh our ſelues out of the Indies, that therein 
they might vſe all kinde of hoſtilttie againſt vs and that 
we ſhould beare it patiently.

By the Eat India accounts and company it appeereth, 
that as now there are about 40. ſhips there in India, wher- 1 
in there are ;000.ſea-faring men, and that they axe to re⸗ 
ceane from thence at theleaff 300. tunnes of gold, which [ 
is 3000000. pounds tarling. 

Jn Guyenna they trafficke pcrely with about 2 0.thips, 
and 400. men, and there they roturne euery vtere about

Whach beng compared with all th an of ox trafic 
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andfes-faring , it willde found, that thisdoth fare furs 


paſſe and exta ds all our other tratfiche and ſea-faring, that 
we haue els where, both in ecke, number ot well expe⸗ 
rienced ſailers, and ſtrength of ſhippes; and conſequently 
that we leauing our Indian trade, ſhould leſleu and loſs 
moꝛe then the halfe of our ſtrength and power, not onely 
at fea, (without the which we can doe nothing) but alſo 
by land, fo2 that all our night and power (fo2 the reaſons 
ald ꝛeſaid) maſt come out of the fea. 

This being duly conſidered, it is cherely and manifeſf- 
ly found, that although no merchants trafficks in other 
countries, and no man — — 
p2ofit and aduantage , that notwithſtanding the publiks 
State ſhould be much mo2e taterefed and hindered there- 
by , then the particular perſons themſelnes : fo; beſives 
this, that the publiks tate conſifteth only vf the partitu⸗ 
laritie, and that they make the publike State, and that the 
ſaide publike State is ſtrengthened e becounneth mighty, 
acco2ding to the riches and wealth of the particularitie oz 
Commons 3 yet it is matt certaine that the 


particularitie 
tan aid themſetues without the publike Stats, but not the 


publike State without the particularity o2 Commons: faz 
that particular perſons gomg toinhabit in other coun- 
tries, can from thence trafficke into India, as well asout 
of theſe countries, but the publtke State muſt ſtaie ſill at 
home, and behold it ſelfe leſſened and much weakened in 
his fo2ces , accozding to the diminiching of his trafficke, 
foz that acco2ding to the — thereof, the number 
of the inhabitants decreaſe, and the fo:ce and power of 
the publike ©ftate weakeneth.

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Laſtly, it wer loke narrowly into this matter, we ſhall 
finde it to haue beene a thing altogether ne&dleſſe to take 
warte in hand, and to conſume ſo much blod and money 
fo: our fræedome, when we with our owne con ent ſhould 


make our ſelues ſeruile, and baniſhed from the two third 


parts of the whole Mold. Jt was alſo necdleffe foz vs to 
oppoſe our ſelues againſt-the Spaniſh Tyzannie, if 
will ſubiect our ſelues vnder ſo Tyꝛannous a command, 
that we ſhould not trade and traſfcke with all Ratious, 
and alſo not with thoſe that are not ſubieas vnto him. It 
was nedlefſe fo2 vs to oppoſe our ſelues againſt the tenth 
penny (that would haue dꝛiuen all trade of Perchandiſe 
out of theſe Countreis) when we ſ&ke to giue ouer the 
two third parts, 02 the greateſt halfe of our traffike and 
Dea-faring. 

The reaſons and conſiderations that might vet be fyr- 
ther alleged harein are innumerable ; but the'e ſorme to 
be ſufficient to conclude and p2owue,that although we with 
all our hearts, god liking, truly, abſolutely, generally, 
. andvpzightly dete a peace, yet wer deſire not (vnder 
colour and pzetence thereof) to be deceined andbegwiled, 
and to be bzought into moze and greater ſernitude than 
tuer we were befoze, but that we perſiſt and continue in 
our afo2e aid common reſolution, and in the letters, and 
vnder the hands and ſeales ofths King of Spaine, and the 
Archduke, to deale in nothingelſe but fo: the maintenance 
of our frocdomes (together with holding all that which we 
$:eſently poſleſſe) without the which wee would neuer 
haue taken this treaty of peace in hand. | 

Here:n neuertheleſſe the aduerſe partie ſhould thereby 
be holpen, that peate ſhould be Made and agreed vpon in 
Europe, and that all the reſt of the wozld ſhould continug 
tn warres, although the ſame is wholly contrary vnto the 
meaning of the generall States: which is no other but 
to eſfabliſh an vp2ight ſincere peace; friendſhip, mutuall 


tonuexſation, and traffike generally and without any li- 
mitation :
